No. 6-MT(14)/57.— Whereas Dr. Nagendra Singh, I.C.S., the 
Chairman. Merchant Seamen’s Amenities Fund Committee, 
acting In the administration of the Fund mentioned above 
and as the person who proposes to apply the Fund in lhe 
trust for charitable objects has applied for vesting the Fund 
mentioned in the First Schedule hereto in the Treasurer of 
Charitable Endowments for India and for settlement of a 
Scheme for the administration of the said Fund. 

In is hetehy notified that the Central Government in excicise 
of the powers conferred by sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable 
F.ndowments Act, 1890 (6 of 1890), and in supersession of 
Notifications of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Commerce No. 30-MII (7)/49, dated the 27th August, 1949, the 
Ministry of Transport Nos. 45-MT(2)/52, dated the 18Lh Match, 
1952, 45-MT (3)/52, daLed the 14th March, 1953 and 45-MT(3)/ 
52, dated the 10th August, 1953, and upon the application as 
aforesaid and with the concurrence of the said Dr. Nagendra 
Singh doth hereby order and direct that the securities set out 
in the First Schedule hereto shall, as from the publication of 
this notification, vest and be henceforth vested in the Treasurer 
of ChariLable Endowments for India to be held by him and 
his successor (subject to the provisions of the Charitable 
Endowments Act. 1890 and the rules from time to time to be 
framed thereunder by the Central Government) upon trust 
to hold the said securities and the income thereof in accordance 
with the Lrusts and terms set out in the Scheme set forth in 
the Second Schedule hereto for the endowment of the said 
charity. 

And it is hereby further notified that the Scheme set foith 
in the Second Schedule hereto has under nub -section (1) of 
section 5 of the said Act been settled for the administration 
of the said charity and under sub-section (3) of the said section 
it is hereby further ordered that it shall come into force from 
the publication of this notification.

•Notes.— The amounts covered by these securities represent Lhe 
donations given by the Bombay Port Trust subject to the 
condition that the interest earned on these securities will only 
be utilised in meeting the running expenses of the Seamen’s 
Canteen at Fort Street Bombay. 

The Second Schedule 

Scheme for the administration of the Merchant Seamen's 
Amenities Fund 

The objects of the Fund shall be to take over from the 
Merchant Seamen’s Amenities Fund Committee all monies held 
by it, and to utilise the same for the purposes given below 
namely: 

(i) to provide amenities for seamen in ports in India 
and to Indian seamen abroad; 

(ii) to do all other thinks which in the opinion of the 
General Committee of Management hereinafter iclci- 
red to as General Commiuee may be conducive to 
the welfare of merchant seamen or incidental to the 
attainment of the above objects or any of them. 
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2. The objects of the Fund shall extend to all ports in 
India and to ports in foreign countries which are visited by 
Indian seamen, 

3. The assets of the Fund, particulars whereof are set out 
in the First Schedule hereto, shall be vested in the Treasurer 
of Charitable Endowments for India under this Scheme. 

4. The Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India shall 
not act in the management of this Fund, but such manage 
ment and administration shall be by the General Committee 
as hereinafter mentioned and the property and the income 
thereof shall be applied in such manner as the General 
Committee may from time to time determine In accordance 
with the Scheme. 

5. For the management and administration of the Fund a 
General Committee has been constituted consisting of 5 
members including a Chairman, a Vice Chairman and a 
Secretary, All these members will be nominated by the 
(Government of India. The Secretary shall also be responsible 
for maintaining accounts of the Fund. 

6. Not less than three member* may form a quorum. 
Every matter shall be determined by a majority of votes of the 
members present and voting on the question. In case of 
equality of votes the matter shall be decided according to 
the vote of the Chairman. 

7. The General Committee may function notwithstanding 
any vacant y in their body and notwithstanding ihat any 
person who is entitled to be a member of the Committee by 
reason of his office ii not a member for the time being, and 
no act oi proceeding of the General Committee shall be 
invalidated merely by reaion of the happening of any of the 
above events or of any defects in the appointment of any 
member of the General Committee. 

8. Subject to the provisions hereof, the General Committee 
may adopt and vary from time to time as they think fit 
rules for conducting their business. 


9. The General Committee may appoint a working 
Committee and such officers and stall as the Gcneial Commit- 
tee may consider necessary. 

10. The General Committee may make bye-laws and vary 
the same for the regulation management and for any othei 
purpose connected with the execution of the Fund hereof. 

11. The General Committee may delegate any of their 
powers to the Working Committee or to any one or more 
members of their body. The General Committee may also 
delegate to one or more officers of the General Committee so 
far as such delegation relates, in the opinion of the General 
Committee, to merely ministerial acts and involves no dis- 
cretion or is necessary and conformable to common usage. 

12. The membeis of the Committee shall not be entitled to 
any remuneration, but shall (where permissible) be entitled 
to be reimbursed their actual travelling expenses in respect 
of journeys to atLend the meetings of the Committee under- 
taken by them toi the purpose of the Fund. The remunera- 
tion of the staff appointed shall be fixed by the General Com- 
mittee, 

13. All contracts and other assurances shall he in the name 
of the General Committee and signed on their behalf by 
at least one of the members or by the Secretary of the Fund 

14. The General Committee may invest the amount realised 
from any secuiity specified in the First Schedule hereto in 
any security authorised under the Indian Trusts Act, 1882 
(2 of 1 882), and every such security in which such amount 
is invested shall be deemed to be ' included in the said 
schedule. 

15. The General Committee may receive any additional en- 
dowment, donations or other contributions in augmentation 
of the Fund referred to above or for the general purposes of 
the Fund. They may also receive endowments, donations or 
other contributions for any special purposes connected with 
the chaiity not inconsistent with or calculated to impede the 
due working of the provisions of this Scheme.
